US Patent 5,949,678 shows a modified principal component analysis wherein principal 
directions are dynamically adapted to the multivariate process in real time. However, this patent is 
not concerned with an application of a principal component analysis for detecting an end of a 
process. In particular, it does not show use of a process indicator quantity calculated by using an 
actual and a previously calculated main component vector for determining an end of the process.
